All other condi- 
tion* may hare been favorable for a 
full crop, but the result xvas failure on 
account of a deficient supply of mois- 
ture. Tie lack of moUtnrr. as a rule, 
i* r.->t the result of insuflicient rainfall, 
but that it lias been allowed to escape 
Urjrely by evaporation. With proper 
preparation of the soil and methods of 
lill»?e, * bountiful crop is assured, 
even in years when hot winds and lack 


f rains dnrinjj critical periods of the 
rowing season mean a failure of crops 
illed accenting to ordinary methods. 
The importsneff of proper prepora- 
ion of the frro-ind and of thorough 
ulture to conservemoUtnre is so jrrcat 
bat, if itsralne wis fully realized, we 
bould experience but little trouble 
roni droughts. Far better is a season 
with a deficif ney of rainfall, if contin- 
uous surface cultivation is Ki^en, than 


reason of abundant rain with little

FISH HATCHING. 


Jf«w Tork Cltj Aq«rt«m to E*c»c« l 


New Eaterpri»«. 


It Is intended to set op at the 


Aquarium in New York a fi»h hatch- 
Ing apparatus, but it will cot be an 
elaborate p'-aat, cor will it be for pub- 
lie exhibition. Ita purpose will be to 
supply for aquarium uses tuch fisbe 
as can be reared to advantage in 
aquariums, and to furnish some mate- 
rial for biological »tody. 


Fish eggs are extremely sensitive. ic< 


It has been the common erperience tha 
no satisfactory results could be obtained 
from fish hitching operations con- 
ducted in exhibitions attended by Urge 
crowds. The breathing of the people 
banging over the jar* and trays i» In- 
jurious to the rg-g*. which »re also In- 
juriously affected by the diking caused 
by the presence and movement of many 
people acd by the shutting off of light 
and the variations in light due to the 
same canst;. Fish hatching as a public 
exhibition cannot be successfully car- 
ried on, except upon a largescale under 
suitable condition?, and where fpecial 
provision can be made for the protec- 
tion of both apparatus and fry. It is. 
towever.cot tbeobjeet of the aquariums 
to show fish hatching in operation.
